Earlier than that, in 1920, when 
Dempsey tipped over Georges Carpen- 
tier at Boyle’s Thirty Acres in Jersey 
City in the first of the million-dollar 
fights Mr. Rickard paid off his po- 
litical tax‘ to the boss of New Jersey 
by handing him a great block of the 
best seats for distribution among the 
deserving democrats of the yonder 
side. The boys then lifted the price of 
the $55 tickets to $100, squeezed Mr. 
Rickard’s customers for the difference, 
and thus were taken care of. 

Mr. Rickard already had been tap- 
ped for a contribution of $100,000 for 
“steel work’ in his rickety wooden 
stadium and thought the demand for 
scalping tickets somewhat excessive. 
But the New Jersey bosses came over 
to New York in a rage, stormed into 
Mr. Rickard’s little bird’s nest in the 
tower of the old Garden and told him 
they would either get their tickets for 
their deserving democrats or run Rick- 
ard and his fight right out of New 
Jersey. The bosses took their tickets 
back to their deserving democrats by 
hand that night.

Incidentally, Rickard’s 
stadium almost fell down 
during the fight and a 
diligent search of the 
structure after the contest with a ten- 
cent magnet failed to reveal any struc: 
tural steel larger than a ten-penny 
nail, . 
As the years went on, a custom de- 
veloped of rewarding or appeasing in- 
dividuals whom it was deemed ad- 
visable to reward or appease by hand- 
ing them blocks of the best seats for 
big fights at face value which they 
were then able to sell to the scalpers 
at an increased price. Naturally the 
profits are smaller now than they 
used to be but they are still propor- 
tionately to the gross receipts and by

Mr. Jacobs, by a strange turn of 
fortune, now finds himself the front 
man or sponsor of the prize fight de- 
partment of Mr. Hearst’s newspapers 
in New York. Mr. Hearst’s papers 
have broken the Garden corporation's 
old monopoly on championship fights 
and were in a fair way to establish 
themselves under the title of the 
Twentieth Century A. C. when a mis- 
hap occurred to alter the plan if not 
disrupt it entirely.

over Max Baer. The 
Hearst papers, through their prize 
fight department, own an option on 
Baer but neglected to take an option 
on Braddock. So the Garden owns 
Braddock and still controls the heavy- 
weight championship. 

There is a lack of liaison between 
the editorial department and the prize 
fight department of the Hearst in- 
terests; the editorial department has 
often denounced prize fighting as an 
immoral influence even while the 
prize fight department was whooping 
up the box-office appeal of its tear- 
ing tigers.

ARKANSAS SALES TA 
S UPHELD BY COURT 


Two Per Cent Tax Held Con- 
stitutional by Supreme 
Court. 


: 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 1.—(4) 


A 2-per cent sales tax went into 
effect in Arkansas. today by supreme 
court mandate as an organized opposi- 
tion to the levy moved to overthrow it 
by flat. resistance, legislative repeal 
and submission to referendum. 

Adopted’ by the 1935 legislature to 
raise an estimated $2,500,000 annual- 
ly for the common schools and the 
state. general fund, the tax act went 
on the statute books last May 1, but 
-_ litigation postponed the effective 
ate. 

A local chancery court declared it 
invalid, but the tax was upheld as 
constitutional by unanimous decision 
of the supreme urt. last month. 
When the supreme court justices met 
at ¥ a. m. today and orally announced 
denial of motions for rehearing, the 
levy became immediately collectable. 

Even as the state ‘revenue depart- 
ment advised its local agents througb- 
out the state that the tax h one 
into effect, merchant - groups, ho 
have signed pledges,to refrain from 
collecting the tax from their custom- 
ers, announced they were “standing 
pat” and renewed their call for a mass 
meeting of all opponents at West 
Memphis tomorrow to consolidate 
their ranks. 

The meeting is primarily designed to 
demand a special legislative session 
to repeal. 

Harley Stump, Stuttgart leader of 
the opposition, claimed that “98. per 
cent of the merchants” in his section 
of southeast Arkansas refrained from 
collecting the tax today. 

State Revenue Commissioner Earl 
Wiseman said reports to his office 
showed collections were general. 

Meantime, State Representative 
Carleton Harris, of Pine Bluff, form- 
ally asked the attorney-general for a 
ruling on whether initiative and ref- 
erendum could he employed to bring 
about repeal of the tax. 

The attorney-general promised an 
opinion by tomorrow. Opponents of 
the tax have stressed a plea of dis- 
crimination. Under the act, the city 
of Texarkana is exempt from collec- 
tions because half of that city lies 
in Texas, having no such tax. The 
law further exempts staple foods and 
drugs “necessary to health” from the 
two per cent levy.

It also would authorize. appropria- 
tions beginning at $8.000, a year 
and rising to $12,000,000 for more 
complete endowment of land grant 
colleges ‘and to develop the co-op- 
erative extension system of the land 
grant: colleges.

Theirs was a story of tragedy and 
heroism, enacted on the heaving ocean

Proceeding on this basis, they pre- 
pared to consider what facilities would 
be most needed in rural, urban and 
suburban resettlement work to “put 
life’ into the communities planned by 
the government to aid stricken popula- 
tions,

among the 50 conferees who discussed

“It is essential that all people be 
adequately housed,” Bohn said after 
today’s meeting. °

Babies, Made Motherless by Death, 
Thrive on Care at Harpst Home 


By WALLER M. BOOZ. 

CEDARTOWN, Ga., July 1.—The 
Bridges triplets, Rebecca, Rachael and 
Isaac, who came into the world here 
Easter Sunday, April 21, weighing 
three and three-quarter pounds, two 
and three-quarter pounds and _ four 
pounds, respectively, now weigh six 
pounds, five pounds four ounces and 
seven pounds four ounces, respectively. 
These children now appear normal 
and healthy. 

Sustaining the lives of these infants 
is probably a greater miracle than 
the work with the Dionne quintuplets 
when lack of equipment and general 
conditions are considered. They were 
seven-month infants. Their parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Julius B. Bridges, who 
already had five rather small childrer, 
were on direct relief. 

Mother Died. 


were used to supply necessary heat. 

Mrs. Margaret Weatherstone, a 
nurse of the home, took charge of the 
infants. Excepting at their birth, the 
babies have never had a doctor in at- 
tendance. The city furnished a night 
nurse during the first week. Outside 
of this, Mrs. Weatherstone has had 
the entire charge of the infants, day 
and night, without any aid whatever 
excepting the directed assistance Miss 
Harpst or some of the older girls could 
give at times. Mrs.-Weatherstone sim- 
ply with superhuman strength and 
care did the impossible in keeping 
her charges alive.

The letter from the state senate was 
authorized at a caucus of senators 
last week on a fishing trip in Florida 
where they were the guests of Sena- 
tor J. M. Simmons, of Bainbridge. 

Engineers’ Statement. 

The statement of Mr. Smith fol- 
lows: 

“Immediately following the first in- 
timation that further federal funds 
would be withheld from the State 
Highway Board of Georgia several 
weeks ago, the press carried items 
in which it was indicated that a recent 
reduction in salaries by the Georgia 
Highway Board had resulted in the 
resignation of several employes and my 
name was listed among those having 
resigned. In fairness to the Georgia 
State Highway Board, the Bureau of 
Public Roads, and myself, I feel that 
I should make the following explana- 
tion. 

“The general adjustment in salaries 
by the State Highway Board was ef- 
fective more than a year prior to my 
resignation, March 1, 1935, at which 
time I was employed as division en- 
gineer, and such adjustment had no 
bearing whatever on my resignation as 
I was prompted solely by a desire to 
re-enter the construction field. 

“Since the inauguration of the law 
creating the Highway Board of Geor- 
gia, effective January 1, 1920, I have 
held various official positions with the 
State Highway Board under different 
administrations and have thecefore 
been in position to observe the status 


of the highway forces from the view- 
'point of economy and efficiency in 
| operation. 


One Material Change. 

“The only material change in set- 
up of the State Highway forces with- 
in the past,15 years has been in the 
reduction of field division headquar- 
ters. 

“Originally there was a setup. of 12 
divisions. ‘These were reduced years 
ago to six divisions and almost two 
years ago there was a further con- 
solidation, reducing the divisions to 
three. This was during the services 
of Manghan and Cox with the State 
Highway Board. This consolidation 
was carried out with the customary 
view of reaching further efficiency 
and economy naturally expected 
eliminating everhead and centralizing 
headquarters supervision. 

“The divisicn engineers now in 
charge of the three divisions are vet- 
erans in the service of the Georgia 
Highway Department and are as ex- 
perienced and efficient as will be 
found in any ¢tate in the Union. 

Additional Engineers. 

“Upon reducing the divisions to 

three with a view to insuring no re- 


vision enginecrs with the overhead 
cost of only three divisions. 


“IT wish to make a further state- 
ment with the sole hope that it may 


help clarify the present controversy. 
“In the sush of getting the emer- 
gency funds into the hands 
employed throughout the United 
States, the ferces of both the Bureau 
of Public Roads and the various State 
Highway Boards, including all field 
forces, have been taxed to the limit 
in their work of carrying out the
